Miles is instructed to "proceed about 
September 17 to the Philippines to in- 
spect the army there with reference to 
instruction, discipline and supplies." 

It is the understanding that in that 
capacity, though of superior rank, Gen- 
eral Miles will not interfere in any way 
wilh General Chaffee or bis successor, 
■General Davis, in the direction of the 
army in the Philippines. He will criti- 
cally examine the conditions all lie finds 
I hem, devoting his attention entirely to 
matters of army administration, and not 
to political affairs, and the results of 
his work will be embodied in a set of 
reports. It is believed here that lie will 
be accompanied by at least two mem- 
bers of his staff, namely, Lieut.-Colonel 
'Whitney and Colonel Reber, the latter 
bis son-in-law. Colonel iMaus, who is 
the inspecting oflleer of the stuff, also 
may accompany General Miles, if his 
health, which is somewhat impaired at 
present, permits. 



Typhoons and Floods Do Great 
Damage in China and 
Japan. 



iHin Guan. The Kan Ilin Guaii, which 
was badly daruap^d, was towed into 
Singapore and beached. 

Storms and Hoods visited China and 
Japan during July, and the early part 
of" August. On July IS a typhoon 
struck Hongkong, causing the wreck of 
junks and sampans, resulting in the 
death of a number of men. Several 
houses were also wrecked and 11 por- 
sons killed. On August another ty- 
phoon came along and besides doing 
damage to the mosquito fleet blew down 
several houses, and ii: one case 12 per- 
sons were killed. At Kobe and along the 
southern coast of Japan on the 12th inst. 
considerable damage was done by heavy 
wind and ruin, small boats being wreck- 
ed and crops badly damaged. The great- 
est damage was done, however, by 
Hoods along the West river. Several 
villages were entirely swept away, many 
lost their lives and thousands were ren- 
dered homeless. The water in many 
places reached tlio roofs of the houses

The epidemic of cholera Is reaching 
alarming proportions on the other side 
of the Pacific, the outbreak extending 
further and having more victims than 
ever before reported. It extends from 
the Island of Java to Japan, and almost 
every city on the Coast, and many in 
the interior are affected. The disease 
too is being contracted by .Europeans 
as well as natives. In Hongkong from 
tho lirst of tho outbreak to August - !! 
there bad been 523 cases, six of the 
patients being Europeans, and 511 
deaths, of whom four were Europeans. 
In Tientsin the last official report placed 
tho number of cases for tho year at 1,010 
and deaths 704 within the city walls, and 
1,010 and 503 deaths outside the city 
walls, in other places In China the pro- 
portion or cases and deaths is just as 
great; a despatch says hundreds have 
died in Java. A writer from Kueiiff; 
Kwangsi province, says: "1 write from 
a city stricken with a violent epidemic 
of cholera. People are dying by hun- 
dreds daily. Outside the city over a 
thousand have died. Whole families are 
reported to have died. The beggars are 
by this time extinct. Among such peo- 
ple few can have survived. They are 
to be seen dying everywhere, and num- 
bers) more are put out to die. The top 
of the wall is a favorite place for such, 
as is also the King City Square in front 
of the 'Examination halls. There any 
numbers can be seen in all stages, dying 
and dead. It is most pitiable to see 
and to be powerless to do anything to 
help. Tho supply of coltins has long 
since been exhausted. Xow all tho'tub 
and bucket-makers aud the carpenters 
are milking any sort of collins to try to 
meet the great demand. But still this' 
is not enough, for 1 boar that numbers 
are being buried, merely wrapped up in 
matting, often two aud three together," 

\ despatch from Juva says hundreds 
have died there. Tho Japan papers pub- 
lish no' statistics of the cases in that 
country, but hero is a sample report, 
which shows how prevalent the disease 
Is: 

"Reports from cholera-stricken towns 
row more serious. Ninety new cases 
and 23 deaths were reported froni 
Okuyama yesterday. Today's despatches 
state that there, were It) new cases and 
32 deaths there on Sunday. Six cases 
are reported from Osaka today. The 
total number of cases there up to the 
present is given as 4$, o"f which 30 have 
been Asiatic cholera. Two cases aro re- 
ported from Kioto today. The cases at 
lakamatsu exceeded 30 ou the 10th. 
A telegram says the residents aro panic- 
stricken." 

In Ukayama the disease is vory bad. 
The total number of cases in the week 
ending the 4th inst. was 2U2 out of 
which 133 deaths occurred. There wero 
7n new eases on the 3rd and 2S deaths 
occurred on the same day. 

Dysentery threatens to spread to Xa- 
goya and the neighborhood. The total 
number of cases ou the 31st tilt, vas 17 
in Xagoya and 157 in tho surrounding 
district. Tho number of cases since the 
lirst outbreak this year tip to the same 
day was 400, uf which 50 cases have 
proved fatal. 

American engineers are in iShanghai 
preparing for an early start on the coa- 
>l ruction of the Canton-Hankow rail- 
way, for which an American syndicate 
has a concession. 

The Universal Gazette states that the 
attempt on the part of Great Britain 
and the United States to make tho For- 
eign powers receive the Chinese Indem- 
nity on a silver basis has proved a 
failure, ami that, therefore, Chinese has 
to pay her indemnity on a gold basis. 

Little news is being received of the 
rebellion in Kwangsi, as the wires have 
been cut in the vicinity of Nanning. It 
is said the rebels have their headquar- 
ters at Hsiluug aud Hsilin. llsi-luug 
is a place near the border of Kweicbow 
province, while Hsilin is situated not 
tar from the border of Yunnan. Viceroy 
I. in of Yunnan has suggested that a 
strong force, consisting of soldiers from 
the three provinces, Kwangsi, Yunnan 
and Kweicbow, should bo sent against 
the rebels without loss of time. He fur- 
ther said that it was not advisable to 
employ tho Kwangsi troops alone hi the 
work 'of pacification, because these 
Hoops could easily he bought over to 
the rebel ranks. The Triad society reb- 
els in Sew lliug, Bo Ting, Yeong Kong, 
and places have started a fresh rebel- 
lion, and Wong Sung, tho late magis- 
trate of Sun Tak, is ordered to take 
command of three butallious of soldiers 
to light them. 

According to a telegram from Chung- 
sha, anti-Christian disturbances have 
broken out in the prefecture of Xuug- 
ehowfu, Hunan province, resulting in the 
destruction of a chapel. 

A coroner's jury, assisted by medical 
evidence, have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the 13 boys, sons of mission- 
aries and 'European merchants, who died 
suddenly at the China Inland Mission 
school, were not poisoned, but that they 
died of cholera. 

It is said that Hie order for \Yu 
Ting-t'aug, to remain at Washington was 
issued at the suggestion of -Viceroy 
Yuan Shili-kai,. who inemorulized the 
Throne, saying that since the appoint- 
ment of Wii Ting-fang to the said min- 
istership, be had done nlany things to 
the great benefit of China, that, in hi 
opinion, no other official was better 
iiuulltied for the post, and that there- 
fore, he strongly recommends that Wu 
be given another terms of niUHSter-

Lecture on 

Evolution 



Dr. George Duncan Speaks Be- 
fore the Members of Col- 
umbia Lodge. 



ASCriticism of the Darwinian 
Theory of Evolution-Appre- 
ciative Audience. 



•Dr. George Duncan delivered u lec- 
fure last evening nt 1. O. O." F. hall be- 
fore his brother members o£ 'Columbia 
lodge jnul a number of visitors, including 
several ladies. The doctor prefaced his 
address by stating that his first inten- 
tion had been to prepare a paper on pre- 
historic man, but he had drifted mto 
Darwinism, and what he had produced 
-was really a criticism of the Darwin- 
ian theory of evolution. On some future 
occasion, however, he promised to give 
a paper on pro-historic man, and said ha 
thought he could make it more interest- 
ing than the present one. The audi- 
ence, however, was very much pleased 
-with the paper read, and at the close a 
vole of thanks was moved by A. Hen- 
derson, P. <.i. M., seconded by R. Mar- 
wick, I'. CL, and which, on being put 
by the chairman, Grand Muster Gra- 
ham, was carried unanimously. 

Following is the lecture in full, though 
it was interpolated with a great many 
remarks which cau>tot be reproduced: 

The theory of Evoiunon or Development 
which Conns the basis of Darwinism, may 
lie sultl to have hail Its origin In 1' ranee, 
in ISO!), when Lamarck published his 
"Zoologle phllosophlque." Lamarck held 
that matter was created by God, and also 
that It was composed of minute Inanimate 
cells endowed with peculiar properties, 
that these cells became quickened into Life 
bv some ethereal fluid such as heat, elec- 
tricity, etc., which permeates the universe, 
that 'these living cells, by the action of 
non-intelligent physical causes, became or- 
ganisms which gradually developed Into 
the varied forms of animal and vegetable 
life. 

This theory in Its essential principles, was 
Introduced Into Britain about thirty years 
after Lamarck's was made public In 
France, In a work entitled, "Vestiges of 
Creation." the author of which Is unknown. 
In this publication, La Place's Nueblnr llv- 
pnriiMeib< is Introduced as a strong argu- 
ment in support of Lamarck's theory. 
Reasoning from analogy, the author In sub- 
stance savs: If the uniformity of figure 
and motion and the harmony which Is 
everywhere- manifested In the planetary 
systems be but the development of an or- 
iginal ethereal substance which permeated 
all space, by the gradual operation of 
physical cause? thereupon during a long 
series of ages, have we not good reason 
to believe that the varied forms of animal 
and vegetable life in the world around 
ns, are but the development of original 
matter under the operation of similar 
causes? But this theory would have long 
since fallen into Oblivion, were It not for 
Charles Darwin. 'born Ini 1809, and lately 
deceased, a graduate of Cambridge and an 
eminent naturalist, who, among modern 
sclentllic men. became Its great exponnent. 
lie isithe author of several scientific works 
such ns "Geology of the F.mUiland Islands." 
"•Structure and Distribution of Porn: 
Keel's, " "Geology of the Volcanic Islands 
Visited During the voyage of the Beagle," 
etc., but afterwards devoting his atten- 
tion more particularly to zoology, he 
published In 1ST>!) his remarkable work on 
the "Origin of Species," in which he fully 
developed Ills famous evolution theory, 
then followed In 1802 his "Fertilization of 
Orchids," and in 1S07 the "Variation of 
Animals and Plants Under Domestication," 
'•n 1H71 "The Descent of Man. and Selection 
In Relation to Sex," in which he traces 
man back to "a hairy quadruped furnished 
with a tall and pointed ears, probably nr- 
Iboroal lu Its habits, and an Inhabitant of 
the old world." lu regard to this work 
the author fully expected the keenest ad- 
verse criticism, for he says: "I am aware 
that the conclusions arrived at "n this work 
will be denounced by some ns highly irre- 
ligious, but he who thus denounces them 
Is bound to show why It is more irreligious 
to explain the origin of man an a distinct 
species by descent from some lower form 
through the laws of variation and natural 
selection than to explain the birth of the 
Individual through the laws of ordinary 
reproduction. The birth both of the spe- 
cies and of the Individual are equally parts 
of that grand sequence of events, which 
our minds refuse to accept as the result of 
blind chance. The understanding revolts 
at such a conclusion, whether or not we 
are aide to believe that every slight varia- 
tion of structure, the union of each pair 
In marriage, the dissemination of each 
seed, and such other events have all been 
specially ordained for some purpose." Dar- 
win's Inter works are: "Expression of 
Emotions in Man and Animals." published 
in 1S72: "•Insectivorous Plants," In 1874; 
"Cross and Self-Fertilization In the Vege- 
table Kingdoms," In 1870: "Different Forms 
of Flowers and Plants of the Same 
Species,' 'In 1877: "Movements of Plants." 
in 18S0: and his last work. "Formation of 
Vegetable Mold Through the Action of 
"Worms With Observations on Their Hab- 
its," in 1882. 

The main object of these works seem to 
have been to substantiate the principles 
laid down in ins "Origin of Species," by 
lurnlsnlug me data troui winch these prin- 
ciples - were adduced. 

Before examining his theory of .evolution 
more particularly, ll may be well to men- 
lion here the points of difference anil sim- 
ilarity between him and former evolution- 
ists. 

1. Darwin assumes that the original cells 
of which matter is composed, are possessed 
of life from the beg. lining. 

2. Previous evolutionists held that there 
was il struggle alter Improvement, hence 
the diversity ot species, while Darwin 
holds that the origin of species arises 
jfruni natural selection, or in other words, 
from a survival of the strongest and llttest 
lu iae struggle for existence. 

:;. Former evolutionists held that the new 
species might be formed suddenly, where- 
as Darwin holds that they arrive from a 
long process or minute transformation. 

iet all agree that the diversities found 
la nature from the highest to the lowest 
forms of animal and vegetable life, are all 
due to the operation ot unintelligent phy- 
sical causes. 

uarwunsni, as unfolded in his Origin of 
Species, embraces four principles, namely: 

1. The Law of Heredity, I.e.. In the 
animal and vegetable world like begets 
like, offspring resemble their parents. 

:f. The Law of Struggle for Lite, oecas- 
whleh, although in essentials the oil spring 
lesein'ule their parents, yet the former are 
subject to variations, which are sometimes 
improvements, sometimes deteriorations, 
and sometimes matters of Indifference. 

;i. The Low of Utruggle for Life, occas- 
sloncd bv the over -production of animals 
and plants beyond their means of support. 

4. The Law of Natural Selection, by 
which the strongest and fittest survive. In 
a later work, the "Descent of Man," Mr. 
Darwin denunciates a fifth principle and 
devotes more than half of this work in an 
exposition of, it, viz: 

o. Tike LW of Sexual Selection, accord- 
ing to which th;) possession of certain qual- 
ities by soum of the males render them 
more attractive to toe females, e.g.. bright 
pimnnge in the ease of birds. there is 
nothing really objectionable In any of these 
principles wnen properly understood, and 
legitimately applied, but from these Mr. 
Darwin draws conclusions which arc quite 
unwarranted. 

lie endeavors to show that species arc 
trausmutoble, that the higher forms of 
animal and vegetable life are but the de- 
velopment of the lower, and to crown all, 
proceeds to show that "man is descended 
from a hairy quadruped, furnished with a 
tall and pointed ears, probably arboreal n 
Its habits, and an Inhabitant of the old 
world," . . . and that man with "all. 
the higher mammals, are probably derived 
from an nnelent marsupial animal; and 
this through a long tine of dlvertilled forms 
either from reptile-like or nmphlblon-'.lke 
creature, and this again from some tlsh- 
llkc animal," and so on down the scale for 
perhaps millions) of spars, until we reach 
at least the original living cell. » 

The whole Darwinian theory then, turns 
on the question of the Transmutation of 
Species, and the question to be answered 
Is simply this: Can' species be originated 
bv selection, natural or artificial? This 
-question must he answered by scientific 
men. The eminent naturalist Huxley an- 
swers it thus: 



"After tnnch consideration, and with us- 
suredly no bias against Mr. Darwin's views, 
It is our clear conviction that as the evi- 
dence now stands, It is uot absolutely 
proven that a group of animals having all 
the characters exhibited by a species in 
nature, has ever been originated by u se- 
lection, whether natural or artificial. 

Groups having the morphological char- 
acters of species, distinct and permanent 
races in fact, have been so produced over 
and over again; but there is no positive 
evidence at. present that any group of uul- 
lnals has, bv variation and selective breed- 
ing, given rise to another group which was 
ever In 'the least degree Infertile. Mr. 
Darwin is perfectly aware of this weak 
point, and brings forward a multitude of 
ingenious and important arguments to 
diminish the force of this objection." 

lluxlev further says: "Our acceptance 
of the Darwinian hypothesis must be pro- 
visional so long as one link in the chain of 
evidence is wanting; and so long as all 
the animals and plants certainly produced 
by a selective breeding from a common 
stock are fertile, and their progeny are 
fertile with one another, that link will 
be wanting; for so long selective breeding 
will not be proved to be competent to do 
all that Is required of it to produce natural 
species." 

Mr. Wallace, «n able naturalist, whose 
claims arc admitted by sclentllic men to 
lie equal of those of Darwin, as the pro- 
pounder of the theory of the Origin of 
Species, and Its relation to Natural Selec- 
tion, acknowledges Its inability to account 
for the origin of the human race. 

He says: "I do uot consider that all na- 
ture can- be explained on the principle of 
which 1 am so ardent nn advocate." There 
Is an "unknown higher law beyond and in- 
dependent of all those laws of which we 
have any knowledge," and he goes on to 
show the "insufficiency of natural selec- 
tion to account for the development of 
man." 

The French Academy of Scientific Men 
also rejected Darwinism as expounded lu 
Ills Origin of Species, as "not science but 
a mass of assertions, and absolutely gratu- 
itous hypotheses, oftentimes fallacious." 

The absence of Transitional forms Is a 
fatal objection to the "Transmutation of 
Species, hence to Darwinism. 

ir the process of development bus been 
going on for millions of years, how Is It 
possible that there are no traces of any 
creature In the various Intermediate stneos 
of the process, either at present uxlsllng 
or discoverable in fossil remains'/ 

Huxley endeavors to tide Darwinism over 
tills, which is to my mind, a fatal objec- 
tion, by remarking; "If any two species 
have arisen from a common stock In the 
same manner as the carrier and the pouter 
say, have arisen from the rock pigeon, then 
the common stock of these two species 
need be no more intermediate between the 
two than the rock pigeon is between the 
carrier and the pouter. Clearly appreciate 
the force of this analogy, and all the argu- 
ments against the origin of species by se- 
lection, based on the absence of transition- 
al forms, fall to the ground." In other 
words, he says: If varieties are produced 
spontaneously from a common ancestor, 
and thus give rise to no Intermediate forms 
may not species similarly originate from 
their common .stock. To this plausible ar- 
gument I would urge: 

1. That In the case of pigeons already 
referred to. Darwin has shown that all 
these modifications mav be produced by 
the will of man exercised anil the process 
of selection, and that intermediate varie- 
ties are apparent. , 

2. Varieties arc not always produced 
spontaneously, but usually by a slow pro- 
cess of development during a protracted 
iieriod. 

;i. That we have not a single example of 
nature to show that different species have 
thus been formed from a common stock. 

-1. Darwin himself does not believe it, for 
he repeatedly exclaims, "Natura noU fneit 
saltum." It Is quite true that on Darwin's 
theory that "the same number of vertebra 
forming the neck of the giraffe and the 
elephant at unci; explains Itself on the 
theory of descent with slow ami sucoessh e 
modifications, "but Is It not equally ration- 
al lo suppose that according to this same 
theory some animals should be found in 
a transitional state between them, having 
a neel; for example Intermediate In length 
between that of the glraff on one hand, 
and that, of the elephant on the other, with 
a nature and habits derived partly from 
each. The lowest forms of organism In 
both the animal and vegetable world are 
to be found at the present time, ns well ns 
the highest, and if the theory of develop- 
ment be valid, why do we not now find 
numerous Intermediate forms, Incipient men 
and women, for example, somewhere In 
the realm of nature?. Mr. Darwin says: 
"The number of intermedial o and transi- 
tional links between all living and extinct 
species must have been Inconceivably 
great. Hut assuredly, if this theory bo 
true, such have lived upon the earth." 
Tills Is surely petitlo prlnclipll. A theory 
in any science is an hypothesis which, be- 
ing granted, will explain all the facts of 
that science here we have a theory, and 
facts must be supposed to have existed in 
order to sustain It. This deficiency then 
reduces the theory to a mere shadowy 
hypothesis. 

3. The insuperable barriers between the 
human species on the one hand, and their 
nearest allies, the Sinilndae, on the other, 
is another ratal objection to this theory. 

AS TO BILAIN i'OWHll. 
"The brain of the lowest savages, and 
as far as we yet know of the pre-hlstorlc 
races, Is little Inferior In size to that of 
the highest types of man, anil Immensely 
superior to that of the highest animals." 

It has been, estimated that the average 
size of the brain In civilized man is 04 
cubic Inches, In the Esquimaux PI cubic 
inches, in the Bushmen of Africa 77 cubic 
inches, while the brain capacity of the 
largest gorilla Is but 3-Hi cubic inches; in 
other words, the relative proportions of the 
brain capacity in civilized man, the low- 
est type of savages and the gorilla, may 
be represented by the numbers 18%; 11.5, 
and If man's nearest relative, the anthro- 
poid ape, be substituted for the gorilla, the 
proportional difference becomes greater 
'still, namely, 10, 13, 5. 

This shows us not only the very slight 
difference between the brain capacity of 
the savage and the civilized man. but also 
the vast chasm between savages and brutes, 
facts which afford nn evidence whatever 
of a gradual development from the one to 
the other. Wallace's objection is well 
founded when he argues that savages, al- 
though their needs arc little more than 
those of , the brutes by which they are sur- 
rounded, yet possess a brain capacity far 
■beyond them, and this could not have been 
produced by the law of natural .selection 
lu the. struggle for life. 

AS TO ANATOMICAL STBUiCTUBE 
(a) Tile soft, naked, .sensitive skin of man 
which Is universally found in all races and 
admixtures of races, cannot be explained 
by the law of natural selection. We might 
very reasonably suppose thot a natural 
hairy covering would be beneficial to prim- 
itive man, but If .man occupies the highest 
place in the series according lo the devel- 
opment theory, Ills deficiency In this respect 
la In direct opposition to the law of ua- 
tural selection. 

The great naturalist Wallace admits the 
force of this Insuperable objection. 

iln The structure of the human hand and 
foot in man seems unnecessarily perfect 
for tile needs of a savage. Yet In them 
these organs arc quite as perfect as in the 
most civilized races. 

le) Tile structure of the vocal organs, 
the power of producing musical sounds, 
anil the possession of language, place man 
far above the brute, yet all these cannot 
he accounted for by the law of variation 
or that of natural selection. 

8. In mental anil moral qualities man is 
placed lmmense 1 y above the brute crea- 
tion. Man possesses not only i scions- 

nosrf but also the power of grasping gen- 
eral and abstract truth, of discriminating' 
between right and wrong, and of lifting I 
up ills thoughts In gratitude to the great 
Author of his being. I 
| 4. W</ cannot accept the Darwinian the- 
ory, because it is, as yet, unsettled among 
evolutionists themselves. Like the Ismae- 
lltes of old. their hand is against every 
man; they are still waning war with one ( 

"ill"- For example: Lamarck assumes 

inert matter at the beginning; Darwin re- 
, lutes this, and Huxley differs from Dar- 
win. Lamarck believed in Spontaneous 
Generation, while Darwin did not. Tre- 
i ninux repudiates Darwin's tliiHU-y, and con 
tends that the soil Is the source .of all life, 
and hence of man. I I I! ;M 

The author of "Vcstlires of Creation" 
propounds a law of development which 

'Darwin displaces bv his law of V ••■•! 

■ Selection, while Wallace contends that this 
law cannot explain the origin of the human 
Mce. 

5. Darwinism la contrary to the plain 
teaching of Divine revelation by .which we 
pre ln'tinned that Adam was "Introduced 
into 'ife in the perfection of manhood, ca- 
pable of all the .physical and Intellectual 
powers which his relation to God and his 
own well belnsr might demand. In the per- 
fection of a pure conscience he could ap- 
prehend and honor the rectitude of the 
Divine sovereignty and the riches of the 
■Divine bounty. He wns In a condition from 
the very first to understand the nature of 
his relation to God, and the high and holv 
purpose (Of his being: he was capable of the 



■clear perception of the obligation attached 
lo ms existence, and of their perfect, jus- 
tice and rectitude; and he had the eon- 
yciousncss of possessing In the gifts and 
endowments of his native constitution, the 
necessary power, and lu his external rela- 
tions the necessary conditions of their full 
and perfect discharge. The first germ of 
human thought vivified in his mind In- 
digenous and free. All mental processes, 
•all human emotions, had their beginning 
there their sole exciting causes being the 
immediate fellowship of his holy and ben- 
elielent Creator and the perception of those 
glorious works of God by which he was 
surrounded. The Bible therefore stutes that 
man began his career In the perfection of 
moral and intellectual activity, and lu In- 
timate companionship with his Creator, 
that by disobedience he has .fallen, and 
that nil mankind at the present day are 
vastly Inferior to Adam in these respects, 
'Whereas Darwinism denies this, and would 
have us believe that our first parents oc- 
cupies a position corresponding to the low- 
est type of savages, very little superior- to 
the brute creation, and that the) race has 
been Improving ever since. 

It becomes us, therefore, to exercise ex- 
treme caution in committing ourselves to 
such n theory, however elaborately pro- 
pounded it may be, in which our blest and 
most experienced naturalists differ so wide- 
ly, and which, evidently, is not In accord- 
ance with the simple teaching of Scripture. 

It has been well saiil of Darwinism, that 
"Dreams of a beginning untold ages ago, 
of a kind of perfection untold ages hence, 
and places midway u beautiful exposition 
of many facts which yet leave the theory 
proofless.'

(50 cents. Consider an ore costing- ^(some- 
thing approaching actuality more closely 
for a low-grade ore). Here- the profit 
margin would lie 30 cents, beforo tho 
tax could absorb 20 per cent, of it, .and 
with, ore costing $1.50. 13 cents. We 
venture to say that not one of these 
cases we have mentioned are business 
propositions from a mining point of 
view. A theoretical inequality In tho 
mineral tax there certainly is, but a 
practical hardship has not yet beer, dem- 
onstrated. Unless it exists here, that 
mines which are struggling along on 
tho margin between prolit and lo;is pay 
the tax, while mines which have beeu 
closed down and are waiting for betfpv 
days, do not. But, if this is a hard- 
ship, then the point is not that profits 
should pay the taxes, but that success- 
fully earned profits should uot pay the 
taxes, any more than wealth which has 
gone iu some other direction. So that ob- 
jectors to the mineral tax are either 
wrong in their premises or wrong in 
their conclusions. Our own impression 
is that if they would change their pre- 
mises, they would find more sympathy 
against the present method of levy, and 
also a practical way out of tho difficulty 
which now exists.

THE MINERAL TAX. 

It looks remarkable that of all the peo- 
ple who have attacked tho two per cent, 
mineral tax, not one has suggested any 
alternative which would lighten the bur- 
den upon low-grade ores without dimin- 
ishing the revenue derived from the 
mines. One authority we have heard of, 
suggested a return to tho system of as- 
sessed value as a basis of taxation. This 
would tax mines which are too low 
grade to pay at all, but which are never- 
theless considered valuable by their own- 
ers against the time of cheaper mining 
and treatment, or better prices for the 
metals. We wonder how the chief own- 
ers of the St. Eugene mine, who aTC 
also the chief owners of the War Eagle 
and Centre Star mines, would like, that? 
Suppose an endeavor is made to tux 
only net profits, what is to 'be done with 
mines which are being supplied with 
capital out of their net profits, and by 
what means would the amounts sunk in 
capital expenditure, and the normal ex- 
penditure, on dead work, which should 
he properly charged against revenue, be 
kept separate? If you exempt a fixed 
sum per toll for mining nnd raising ore, 
as freight and treatment arc already ex- 
empted, would the incidence of taxation 
be equal for mines where the ore cost 
$1.50 a t<m to break, as compared with 
mines ■where it cost ?3 and others where 
it cost $12 or $15- If, on the other 
hand, dividends were taxed, then th» 
badly managed mine paying no dividends 
"would escape, and the well managed 
mine come under a heavier burden. The 
mine adequately supplied with working 
capital would also pay, while the mine 
unsupplied with working capital would 
escape. One newspaper in the Upper 
Country politely suggests that we know 
nothing about the subject of mine tax- 
ation, nnd should therefore not discuss 
it. That is as may be. But we do 
know that the subject bristles with dif- 
ficulties, and that the general consensus 
of scientific opinion is in favor of just 
such a tax as British Columbia imposes, 
"without the exemption of freight and 
treatment charges, however, and with 
an assessment levy upon surface works. 
The stato is entitled to a percentage of 
all the wealth either brought into or 
produced in a country, for the purposes 
of government, ami that without any 
reference to whether a profit is made by 
anybody in the process or not; and also 
to a rental upon the 'fixed capital in the 
country, for the same purposes. Such a 
method of taxation applied to mines 
would, we believe, be the fairest in the 
long run, because in order to raise the 
necessary revenue the rate of taxation 
would be very light, and its burden more 
-widely diffused. However, let us exam- 
ine tho main contention of those who ob- 
ject to the present tax. They say that 
tho two per cent, tnx levied against the 
cost of breaking nnd hoisting the ore, 
sometimes absorbs, or might absorb, 
twenty per cent, of the profit in min- 
ing it. Consider an ore which costs 
$12 a ton to break and hoist. The tax 
Would be 24 cents, which is 20 per cent, 
of $1.20. If there is any ore of this char- 
acter in the province, there are other 
excellent reasons why it should not be 
worked on a profit margin of $1.20. Con-

THE LEAD TRUST. 

Tho position of affairs in the United 
States lead market which has been 
brought about through the formation of 
the Lend Trust as it may be called, is 
nothing short of extraordinary. Here 
we have a metal which, in one or 
Other of its forms, js almost the 
most extensively used in different kinds 
nt' manufactures. It is a metal of which 
the ^United States produces, or can pro- 
duce, inexhaustible quantities, and 
which it has also been accustomed to 
import in a crude state from British 
Columbia and (Mexico. The natural re- 
sult of such conditions would he that 
the price of lead would he governed 
simply by the cost of producing it. .\s 
this Uns been greatly reduced iu the 
United States through improvements in 
mining, concentrating and smelting ma- 
chinery, we would naturally suppose 
that the United States would become 
the world's supply centre for lead, and 
that a great export trade iu the metal 
itself and its various products would be 
developed. This process as soon as it 
became effective was checked by com- 
bination, and the price of lead has been 
steadily maintained at il level greiril}" 
above its export price, ainl greatly alioye 
its cost of production under *i.uvorable 
circumstances, to which the ...competition 
of producers would have reduced 1 it. A 
more complete illustration of interference, 
with the law of competition was never, 
seen than in the price of lead in the Unit- 
ed States at the present time. The 
methods by which this result was 
achieved were two. First, all the 
smelters and refineries were amalga- 
mated and the Mexican ami British Co- 
lumbia mines were barred out of the 
United States market altogether. If 
the smelters of the United States would 
take our lead at all, it would, at the 
present New York price, net our mine 
owners two cents a pound in spite of the 
duty on ore, whereas the best they can 
do is from 1.30 to 1.40 cents a pound. 
Second, all the main producers In the 
•United Sttites were bound down only to 
produce as much lead as the trust was 
willing to buy, m consideration of re- 
ceiving n high price for their restricted 
output. The question which at once 
arises is whether such a condition of 
affairs is permanent, and the answer to 
that question is a most emphatic nega 
tive. The low of competition, inter- 
fered with in one direction, has ai 
awkward habit of asserting itself in an 
other. Let us suppose that if the -mar 
ket had been let alone, only -lu per cent 
oro would at the present time be profit- 
able to work. It looks all right that 
the miner of -10 per cent, ore should 
restrict his output and receive an equi- 
valent prolit in the higher price obtain- 
able. But. that higher price renders 150 
per cent, or 20 per cent, ore profitable, 
and tin' trust and the mine-owner are 
obliged to let the miner of .'{() and 20 
per cent, ore in for his share of the 
booty. In other words, they are all the 
time subjected to the competition of 
lower grade mines, which, were the 
price allowed to vary iu response to 
supply and demand, would not be opera- 
tive against them at all, except during 
an exceptional demand, It might, there- 
fore, have been predicted with certainty 
when tin- trust was formed, that the 
market conditions produced in the 
United States by the (Lead Trust could 
not. be permanently maintained. As 
long us a trust's funds hold out, it may 
divorce the price of a commodity from 
the law of supply and demand, but even- 
tually it will find intself with an im- 
mense stock on hand and no more 
money to support tho market. There 
are abundant evidences that this is 
going to lie the end of the .Lead Trust 
in tho United States. It is finding it- 
self less and less able to pay the pro- 
ducer his pro rata of the fictitious 
price, anil more ami more obliged in 
order to maintain the prico against the 
consumer, fo lower it against the pro- 
ducer. Naturally the mine-owner ob- 
jects. The mine-owners of tho Coeur 
d'Alenc, a district which produces 4~tS 
'tier cent, of the lead produced in the 
United States, are already contem- 
plating breaking away from the Trust, 
if they do, the price ot lead in the 
United States will fall with a thud. 
If they do not, the trust will have to 
give them hotter terms, a course which 
will make it increasingly ditllculty to 
carry the accumulating stock of the 
metal.

Still, there is this to he said to those 
tinne-owners who are grieving to be 
excluded from the United States market, 
that it has been the very fact of their 
exclusion, and the exclusion of the' 
(.Mexicans, which enabled, the prico 
there to he so maintained as to mnko 
the market worth getting into. If this 
province had been permitted to produce 
all the lead .it could at a price to the 
consumer of 4 cents a pound, even wiui

COPt'EU LOSSES IN SLAG. 

"There has been much foolishness 
written about copper losses at Northport. 
The records show that Hermann Bellin- 
ger, the first superintendent, who is a 
line metallurgist, had slag losses of 
from .3 to 1 per cent. Then BeJa Ka- 
dish took the place, and stories were 
given out that his slag only showed 
traces in copper. Such claims were non- 
sense. As a matter of fact, Kadish was 
losing from 0. to .S of 1 per cent, cop- 
per in his slag, as assays of it now show. 
1 have cut down the slag losses to .30 
of 1 per cent. 

"Tlie Le Roi ore carries on an average 
about one-half ounce gold, 1.5 per cent, 
copper, and a little less than an ounce 
in silver. After the losses in smelting 
are deducted, that means about 23 
pounds of copper to the ton. We were 
paid an average of 7.3 cents a pound 
for our copper in July. That means 
about $1.00 a ton for the copper alone, 
ill the 'ore. 'Half an ounce of gold is 
$10. With those as average figures, one 
can easily see that the Le Roi should 
be making money.""

J. D. McGregor, formerly gold com- 
missioner for Yukon, arrived from the 
Mainland last night to visit Governor 
Ross. Mr. McGregor came dowu from 
Skagway by the last trip of tho Princess 
May and, although he litis retired from 
office, ho is a reliable authority on Yu- 
kon mining matters. 

Ho says the output this year will fall 
about 25 per c&ut. short of that of 1001, 
imd he accounts for the diminution in 
tho production of gold to two facts. In 
the first place the easily worked shallow 
diggings on the principal creeks have 
been pretty thoroughly exploited, and 
less profitable ground is being worked, 
and iu the second place, the clean fjp 
this year Jias been very seriously retard- 
ed by unexpected freshets, which washed 
away sluices and dumps and Hooded the. 
workings. 

Mr. McGregor reports that several 
hydraulic companies are installing ma- 
chinery to work on a large scale nest 
year, and he believes that with the aid 
of stamp shovels aim other labor-saving 
machines a very large territory of low- 
grade dirt will be turned to handsome 
profit. 

The big conglomerate deposits on In- 
dian river are expected to turn out well. 
Mill tests have shown that the stuff 
runs from $2 to $3 per yard, and as it 
is easily handled and crushed there 
should be no difficulty in miffing it at a 
protit. Shafts are being sunk and a 
diamond drill is to be put on to deter- 
mine the extent of those conglomerate 
deposits, which, if found of great ex- 
tent, should prove of very great value.

(Manager Says Ores Are Treated for 
§3.00 a Ton. 



N. S. Clarke, manager of the Yreka 
Copper Mining company, operating tho 
Comstock, Quiitsino Sound, and the 
Yreka, Mount Richards, returned from 
California on Tuesday aud is registered 
at the Dominion. 

Mr. Clarke went to San Francisco to 
purchase machinery for the Comstock, 
aud he has ordered a 10-drill compres- 
sor, a i'elton water-wheel, and a com- 
plete set of air drills, the contracts for 
which call for delivery here within 00 
days. By the time this machinery is 
ready for installation tho aerial tram- 
way at the mine will have been com- 
pleted, and tho company will be in a 
position to begin regular shipments. A"t 
present there are 45 men on the prop- 
erty, employed in stripping, cross-cutting 
and building the tramway. The latter, 
it is hoped, will be completed by No- 
vember 1. 

The result of the trial shipment of 110 
tons of Comstock ore to "the Crofton 
smelter proved very satisfactory, and as 
there are thousands of. tons of similar 
ore 111 sight the management has no 
doubts as to the future of the mine. 

It is the intention of the company t < . 
build a smelter on or near tho property 
so soon as the actual extent of the ore 
body has boon demonstrated, meantime 
as development proceeds the ore will be 
shipped to Croftou. 

The company's energies are just now- 
devoted to tho Comstock, but the Yreka 
will also bo actively developed. It is 
tho intention to equip tho mine with a 
compressor plant and push development 
as soon as suitable arrangements can be 
made, 

Mr. Clarko was surprised while in 
California with the revolution which is 
taking place in all lines of industry 
through the substitution of petroleum 
for coal. The cost of running machin- 
ery has been greatly reduced, and econ- 
omy is also effected in the matter of 
labor, one or two men being employed 
to manage a battery of boilers which 
formerly required the work of a dozen.

The permanency and value of the Le- 
nora mine becomes moro apparent as 
tlie development work proceeds. Al- 
most every step since tho underground 
workings were begun has furnished a 
surprize to tho management, in reveal- 
ing the presence of unexpected ore bod- 
ies apart from those which were indicat- 
ed by tho surface outcroppiugs. 

Tho latest: of these pleasing incidents, 
occurred on Monday, when the men 
working in the upraise on the third floor 
above No. 1 tunnel cut into a splendid 
loc of high grade ore, the finest which 
has thus far been encountered in the 
mine. The extent of tho new strike has 
not been determined, but it has every 
appearance of being of considerable 
bulk. This rich body of ore is treasure 
trove, as tlie miners had no thought of 
finding anything so valuable within sev- 
eral feet of where it was struck. 

Tho new boiler for locomotive No. 2 
of the Mount Sicker railway, will be 
shipped from here today, and the loco- 
motive will be in working order in a few 
days. 

Tho Leuora mine management has 
entered into a contract with the North- 
western Smelting company, Crofton, to 
ship 200 tons daily, beginning , about 
September 5. The Lenora dump con- 
tains about 40,000 tons of good ore, and 
this, with the daily output of the mine, 
will enable the management to keep the 
smelter bus-y for the next six months. 

Mr. W. Buxton, manager of the Lo-t 
nora, who has been in the city for some 
time under treatment for a severe cold, 
will return to the mine today to resume 
his duties. 

The prospects of the Lenora were nev- 
er brighter than at the present, and if 
there was any stock for sale it would he 
hi brisk demand.

'CANA'DA'S GREAT .FOREST. 

.Mighty Timber Belt Four Thousand 
Miles Long. 

Many persons have wondered if the 
stories are true about an immense North- 
ern belt of timber stretching across Can- 
ada from tlie Atlantic to Alaska. It is 
said that none of this forest has yet 
been utilized by man, though it has im- 
mense resources in pulp wood unij other 
timber. 

There is no doubt that the timber is 
there, and that it is a great reserve 
source of future wealth. One may easily 
trace this belt of timber far across 
Canada on any map? 

The cast end of the belt almost over- 
hangs Atlantic waters to the north of 
the Strait of Belle Isle, and touches the 
waters of the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
south of that strait. It sweeps west- 
ward round the southern prolongation of 
Hudson Hay, known us James Bay, 
northwest between Hudson Bay and 
Lake Winnipeg, to beyond the Churchill 
river, and then on across the lake reg- 
ions of the Northwest Territories and 
still farther to Alaska. 

This mighty belt of tretfi is about 4000 
miles long, and has an average width 
of "700 miles: Of course the trees tend 
to become smaller in the North. 

I'robably Dr. Robert Bell, the well- 
known geologist, who has been connect- 
ed with the Canadian geological survey 
for many years, has written more about 
this northern forest than any other man, 
He has bee;; stu2yisz tho geological dis- 
tribution of the Canadian forest trees fon.n

ber lands, 

_ One oji bis maps, published in the 
Scottish Geographical Magazine in 1807, 
Shows the northern limits of the prin- 
cipal trees in the four original provinces 
(the eastern provinces) of Canada. 

The great northern forest belt has 
everywhere the same characteristic feat- 
ures! The trees, as a rule, are not large, 
and consist for the most part of nine 
species— black and white spruce, Bank- 
sinn pine, larch, balsam, fir, aspen, bal- 
sam, poplar, canoe birch and bird cherry, 
Tlie spruces spread all through the belt 
and thrive further to the North than 
any of the ot her varieties. 
, There tire great forest fires in this tree 
belt, but we seldom hear of them. They 
are mostly due to lightning in the sum- 
mer time, for during tlie hut dry season 
lightning is very frequent in all parts 
of Canada. 

, The conditions are then perfect for 
great forest lirts, the pitchy trees burn- 
ing with almost explosive rapidity: Some 
of the fires have been known to run over 
150 miles in ten hours, or at the rat,' 
of fifteen miles an hour. 

These tires 'account for the patchy ap- 
pearance of the great northern forests. 
If a person stands at a height when' lc 
can look over a wide region he sees that 
all through the forest are different 
shad.s of green covering larger or small- 
er anas. 

These shades of color represent 
growths nf different ages, beginning 
after forest fires of different periods. 
This process of growth and (lest ruction 
is going on all the while. 

'Sometimes the areas destroyed em- 
brace thousands, ot square miies. On 
the whole, however, it is lie i, 'rod that 
the new growth fully replaces the de- 
struction, so that the amount of timber 
in the forest bolt is about the same from 
year to year.

■WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

.Victoria .Meteorological Office, 20th to 2flth 
August, 1002. i 

The weather during this week has been j 
generally fine though comparatively cool, 
on Vancouver Island and the Lower .Main- 
land, while from Elvers Inlet northward 
on the coast to Port Simpson, there has 
iier-n. a great deal of rain. At the latter 
station rain fell upon the last six days of 
the week, amounting to over two laches. 
This abnormal raintall over Northern Brit- 
ish Columbia was caused by the passage 
of a series of low barometer areas which 
spread across this district from the Pa- 
cific to Cariboo and Alberta. As the bar- 
ometer remained comparatively high off 
the' coasts of Vancouver Island anil the 
North Pacific States, and was unually low 
over the mountains, the winds were chiefly 
off the cool waters of the Pacific and mod- 
erate to fresh In force. The only rainfall 
of the week on the Lower Mainland and 
[Vancouver Island occurred during the night 
of Thursday, the 21st, due to one of the 
above-mentioned rain areas crossing the 
■province further south. These areas after 
traversing the Rockies have fortunately 
given very Utile rain in the Territories ex- 
cept In the form of Hunt local showers 
land thunderstorms. , . 

Reports from the Upper Mainland state 
that the crops are good In all sections and 
thai harvesting is in full operation The 
rcwather has also been most favorable Tor 
the crops In the Territories and Manitoba, 
as it has been fine and moderately warm.

The Streets, Sewers and (Bridges com- 
mittee of tho council sat yesterday af- 
ternoon to straighten out a few matters 
and prepare others for formal presenta- 
tion to the weekly sitting of the couu- 
cil. Being "in committee" several 
things happen— names are not recorded 
oil votes, and every alderman speaks us 
often as he likes, which' in tho main is 
11 very gratifying thing; and then hav- 
ing the wherewithal! they may smoke, 
and it is on record that reporters too 
have at the invitation of tho .Mayor as- 
sisted at this phase of the work. How- 
ever, in spite of its informality tho meet- 
ing of tho council hi committee is the 
means of getting through much o£ tho 
rough work of tho city's business, and 
yesterday was no exception to the rule. 

Tho first piece of business was the re- 
port of the city engineer, which was read 
at last .Monday nighSa meeting, and 
which appeared in these columns yester- 
day. As will be remembered, this re- 
port with a pleasant acquiescence which 
must havo been reassuring to the ex- 
pectant parties whose requests were un- 
der consideration, recommended some 
four or live items of highly important j 
work be carried out, entailing a-.i outlay 
of between $5,000 and *(>,000. The aid- \ 
ermen, notwithstanding that each and | 
everyone of them know that the peti- 
tioners were for the time being at least 
foredoomed to disappointment, approach- j 
ed the matter with due attention, and 
the engineer was asked many questions 
as to locality, need, results, etc., until 
Alderman Cameron, the civic minister of 
annnco, arose and pointed out. tho fact 
known to all his fellow aldermen, that 
only a small appropriation had been set 
aside to carry on civic works during the 
next four months, and that it had been 
decided that unless it were for some 
emergency case all further demands for 
new work would be laid over pending 
the reaping of the city treasurer's Bar- 
vest — if taxes "came in good" there 
would be some money for theso' works, 
but not till then. Under these circum- 
stances he made a motion, which ac- 
cordingly carried, that these matters be 
stuck on the corporation's big lile, and 
the committee passed on to the next. 

This was a verbal report from Engi- 
neer Topp, who stated that his men at 
work on the sewer construction" had 
about finished one job, nnd if any more 
work was to be done ho would like the 
council to indicate this, so that no time 
would be lost in making preparations. 
There was a sum of $1,500 in sewers 
rental account still unexpended, nnd it 
would he best to carry out such works 
with amount as would bring in the 
greatest returns from rentals, lie sug- 
gested Chatham street, between Doug- 
las and iBlnnchard, for one piece of 
work, which would cost about !?7i50, 
and would servo '20 houses. 

Thero was not enough money to make 
a start on tho sewer asked for by Mr. 
Marshall at Upper Pandora street, as 
it would bo necessary to excavate to a 
depth of 80 feet at ono place, and this 
through rock. • Tho engineer explained 
that his idea was to connect this com- 
bined surfaeo drain and sewer with the 
KMncli pipe now laid on Johnson street. 

It was suggested that the bnlanco of 
the money be spent in carrying the sew 
or up Queen's nveuuo from Douglas to 
Hlanchard, which would reach 8 or 10 
houses and would probably assist., the 
building up of the Pinlayson estate, 
which had been subdivided and was 
about to be sold. This met with the 
approval of the majority, and it was 
resolved to spend the money on Chat- 
ham street and Queen's avenue. 

.Mr. Urndburn's recommendation re re- 
cords nnd plans of tho foreshore at Dal- 
las road and Itoss bay was tho next 
matter to receive attention. This had 
been sent to the city engineer to secure 
an estimate as to what tho investigation 
would cost. Mr. Topp reported that he 
had seen Mr. Hargraves, and it" ivai 
estimated that $150 would represent the 
outlay. The engineer was authorized to 
secure Mr. Hargraves' assistance, and 
have the work done. 

The engineer and city purchasing 
agent's report on the tenders lor the 
ornamental railway on the James bay 
causeway, was taken up, and having the 
plans, etc. before them, the committee' 
went into the subject in order to re- 
commend to the council which tender to 
accept. There were two designs, one 
111 cast iron and the other in wrought 
iron. In all 105 feet will he required, 
which will form the handrails at the 
stops to he built at either end of tho 
causeway. For cast iron the tenders 
were: Marine Iron Works, $048.75; Al- 
bion linn Works. $073.50; Victoria Ma- 
chinery Depot, .SI, 177; for wrought iron 
the prices were: Marine Iron Works. 
$1,518; Albion Iron Works, .^1,2.>1. and 
Victoria Machinery |D«*;pot, $1,300.75. 
As the design for the wrought iron rail- 
ing was tho better looking, it was de- 
cided to recommend the acceptance of 
the Albion Iron Works' tender. 

Some discussion arose as to the con- 
tract for supplying stone to the James 
ittay work ami the Point Ellice bridge. 
Of the d.oiio tons of sandstone con- 
tracted to lie used iii the former, only 
2,000 tons hail been taken; the reason 
being that ' concrete had been largely 
substituted therefor. This 'Mr. Topp ex- 
plained he had been able to do owing to 
j tho fact that lie found the foundation 
I much harder than had been shown by 
the borings. 

The piers for the new Point Ellice 
bridge and what, they are to he built 
of was then taken up, Mr. Topp explain- 
ed that it would be economy to decide 
as to flic nature of stone to he used 
before the quarries closed down. He 
submitted three estimates of the cost of 
the substructure for the new bridge nhd 
explained that in all three provisions 
had been made for wing walls, or abut- 
ments at both ends of the bridge in 
place of the earth embankments, which 
had first of all been proposed. This 
would add about $4,000 to the estimate 
previously made. The following are the 
present estimates: 
Concrete foundations, sandstone 
tilling and faced with granite 

ashlar ¥35,478 

All concrete piers and abut- 
ments $30,042 

Coii"rritc and granite ashlar piers 

and abutments $37,318 

Some time was spent in discussing the 
merits of the different plans, but all 
present were unanimous that nothing 
but granite should be used in facing 
the piers and abutments of the bridge, 
but that the nature of the filling to bo 
used eould be left over until the wholo 
council had had an opportunity to look 
into tlie subject. A resolution on these 
lines was passed and tho meeting ad- 
journed.
